The ordinance providing for the 
outlet sewer in the upper part of the 
city was read for the first time. It is 
the sewer whose construction is neces- 
sary before the Bancroft school build- 
ing can be occupied. The sewer is to 
be built in Walnnt. Adams, Twelfth. 
East Main and Chestnut streets. It 
passed under suspension of rules on 
motion of Mr. Shaw. 
It was arranged to rush the details 


in order that the work be done as soon 
as possible.

avenue, Pine and Mulberry was also 
passed. 


South Lawa Grade. 


Mr. Holmes said residents on South

to the extraordinary session of the 
legislature, as State School Commis- 
sioner Bonebrake is satisiied that the 
greater part of the statutes now gov- 
erning the schools of the state are in- 
valid.

Mr. "Bbnebrafce will have a code 
ready for action by the general assein- 
oly if that body will consent to take 
up the work of revising the school 
laws. ' The educators of the state are 
protesting against the announced 
plan to consider nothing except the 
Rover law and the municipal code and 
will insist that the school laws be 
amended, so that there will be no 
question as to their constitutionality.

A large platform will be erected in

LO present a pretty appearance. 
The laying of the cornerstone is a 
matter of interest not only to the con- 
gregation, but to the entire com- 
munity.

Is placed 
at $1.400.000.000 by Mr. Schwab in an 
affidavit which is pan of the corpora- 
tion's reply. 


The company's earnings are stated 


to be at the rate of more than $140,- 
000.000 a year. A saving of $40.000.- 
000 a year is credited to the ore prop- 
erties, and It is estimated that the 
ownership of transportation facilities 
saves the company $10.000.000 annu- 
ally. 
The earnings of the coal and 


coke properties are stated to be more 
than $1.000.000 a month. 


These statements as to values and 


earnings were presented to disprove 
a charge by the plaintiffs that Mr. 
Schwab, the president, and Mr. Trim- 
ble, the secretary, made a false cer- 
tificate when they certified that, in 
their Judgment, the properties -were 
worth at least the par value? of the 
preferred stock after deducting all In- 
debtedness. 


Macedonians and Turks Clash. 


London, July 16.—Official 
reports 


describe a formidable Macedonian 
rising in the village of Monastair. 
Eupropean Turkey. 
According to 


these reports the rebels, entrenched 
on the banks of the Ostravo. with- 
stood the attacks 
of 1,000 Turkish 


regulars and several hundred Bashl- 
Bazouks for a week. 
Finally 
the 


Turks placed the Macedonian women 
and children in the front as a screen, 
and stormed 
the position of 
the 


rebels. The latter maintained a mur- 
derous fire, and many women and 
children were killed by their own hus- 
bands and fathers. 
After dispersing 


the rebels the Turks massacred the 
'population and looted and burned the 
houses of the inhabitants.
